HEMISPHERIC HAM PERMIT 


The ARRL has asked the Federal Communications Commission to 
implement US participation in an International Amateur Radio 
Permit covering countries in the Western Hemisphere. Known by the 
acronym IARP, the permit would allow temporary operation in any 
other country in the Americas that has signed the agreement as 
long as the applicant is licensed in his or her home-country. 

The IARP concept was developed through the Inter-American 
Telecommunication Commission by Region 2 of the International 
Amateur Radio Union. After approval by CITEL it was presented to 
the General Assembly of the Organization of American States, where 
The Inter-American Convention on an International Amateur Radio 
Permit was adopted on June 8, 1995. 

The United States Communications Act permits the F.C.C. to 
allow foreign radio amateurs to operate in the US and its 
territories through both bilateral agreements, the familiar 
reciprocal operating agreements between two countries, and 
multilateral agreements, such as the IARP. 

Under the plan, operating permits would be issued in two 
categories. These are the Class 1 conveying Amateur Extra 
Class privileges in the United States and Class 2 which will 
Support Technician class privileges. Countries signing the 
agreement will not be allowed to levy a fee or tax on a visiting 
IARP license holder.

ERIN 


This is Bill Pasternak WA6ITF with word that hams across 
Florida and the gulf coast are on alert for Hurricane Erin as this 


newscast goes to air. The storm, packing sustained winds of 85 
miles per hour made landfall in central Florida on Wednesday 
August 2nd. It quickly passed over the Florida peninsula and 
passed out into the gulf where it regained strength and made 
landfall a second time near Pennasacola Florida at about noon on 
Thursday August 3rd. 

A.R.R.L. Southern Florida Section Manager Robert Van Winkle, 
AA4HT, reports that a regional net is in emergency session on 3940 
kHz, with 7247 kHz as a back up. The Hurricane Watch Net is 
active on 14325 kHz. Amateurs are being requested not to 
transmit on these frequencies unless directed to do so by Net 
Control Stations. All hams in the affected area are however being 
advised to monitor NOAA weather radio for storm coordinates, track 
and other information.

FCC ORDERED BY COURT TO DELAY AUCTION 


The Federal Communications Commission has been forced to again 
suspend its auction of spectrum. This, after a federal court 
ordered it to delay plans to proceed with the sale in late August. 

According to F.C.C. chairman Reed Hundt, this latest court 
imposed delay will hurt competition, cost consumers and threaten 
opportunities for small businesses. Hundt says that the 
commission has done everything possible to press forward with the 
auctions. This includes changing the rules to remove bidding 
preferences for women and minorities. 

Chairman Hundt adds that the F.C.C. plans to pursue every 
possible legal avenue to get the auctions back on track as soon as 
possible.
